At a recent meeting of the Board of 
Trade held at Angus Ridge, Dr. Wallace, 
President of the University of Aiberta, 
made this remark: 

“You must sometimes submerge 
yourself, and your personal viewpoint 
even if it hurts, for the benefit of the 
community as a whole.” 


This is very true ,and those who are in- 
clined to oppose Municipal Hospitals be- 
cause they are well off themselves,-and able 
to afford specialized medical treatment and 
hospitalization, should consider the need of 
the average man who is not able to pay for 
such things. These people of moderate 
means constitute the large majority of the 
ratepayers, and they are surely entitled to 
receive the BEST POSSIBLE HOSPITAL 
SERVICES OBTAINABLE AT THE MINI- 
MUM COST. In time of sickness or acci- 
dent, THEIR LIVES and the lives of those 
who are dear to them, are just as-valuable 
to them, to their families, and possibly to 
the community at large, as those who 
would, perhaps unthinkingly, deny them the 
services of a modern and fully equipped 
hospital such as would be provided under 
the proposed scheme, 


This side of the case might also be con- 
sidered by those inclined to vote against 
the scheme because they will have to con- 
tribute more than the average ratepayer 
due to their land being highly assessed. 
The Hospital Board has nothing to do with 
a ratepayer’s assessment, be it high or low. 
The Hospital Board asks each Municipality 


for 3c per acre, which the latter collect in 


the way they collect all other taxes; i.e., 
by striking a mil] rate sufficiently large to 
raise the required amount. From this it can 
readily be understocd that the average 
quarter section in each Municipality pays 

4.80. 

Do not be misled by the unsupported 
statements of people who know nothing of 
the great service a Municipal Hospital can 
be to any community.

from the City, and ’:om the two adjoining 
Municipalities to create the small surplus 
already referred to. And how were these 
Grants raised? They were raised by taxes 
pital were deducted from the General Rate, 
it would pay a substantial part of the tax 
required from the contributing ‘Municipal- 
ities to support a Municipal Hospital.

We hear a dumber of conflicting 
stories about the proposed Municipal 
Hospital, and it appears. to me that 
what the average farmer wants to 
know is the plain facts of the case. 

For instance, I have heard it stat- 
ed that the “Stony Plain Municipal 
Hospital” is charging an enormous 
tax. The amount, varies from day to 
day; some days it is $17 per quarter 
section, on other days it is a little 
léss. The report lacks staWility lit 
seems. Now there is no Municipal 


that area come in the Onoway district 
which, the Department of Health in- 
forms us, charges 8c per acre on the 
average quarter section. It is possible 
and probable that some highly asses- 
sed land may pay more than 8c per 
acre, but it is inconceivable that any 
quarter section would pay as high as 
these people claim. Then again, we 
hear it stated that the Red Deer Mun- 
icipal Hospital is charging 9c per 
acre. This is obviously false be- 
cause the Red Deer Municipal Hos- 
pital serves the City of Red Deer only, 
and has no farm land contributing 
thereto. 

The facts are what we want, and it 
seems to me that if the Department of |’ 
Health states that no Municipal Hos- 
pital District is exceeding the rate of 
taxation outlined in the original 
scheme voted on by the ratepayers, 
and that none of them is charging 
more than 3c per acre on the average 
quarter section, it ought to satisfy 
any reasonable man. 

What each individual has to decide 
for himself is whether he considers 
the present Hospital is capable of giv-|; 
ing the sick people of this commun- 
ity the service ‘they require now. and 
for the next 20 years. I do not think 
the present Hospital is able to give

‘dinary municipal rates were struck,

realization of business taxes, bank 
borrowings could be kept to the min- 
imum, and the taxpayer be spared 
the hardship of digging. up the busi- 
ness and property taxes both at the 


:one time.

“And may fix & different rate of, tax- 
ation with .respect to each or any 
business, trade,. or profession,” was 
by amendment, in 1929, struck out. 

Assuming that we are not satisfied 
with a procedure that produces_re- 
sults as inequitable as the foregoing, 
what are we to dd? As an. alternative 
let us turn to'the floor space method 
of arriving at Business Tax assess- 
ments. Here we can at least in a 
measure apply the principle of equity. 
We can assess the physician's office 
at as high as $10 per square foot, and 
the merchant’s as high as $5 per 
square foot, and apply the consolid- 
ated tax rate to the assessment 80 
arrived at. But when we, ‘come to a 
brokerage office for instance, the 
maximum is $2.50 per square foot, 
Can you beat it? : 

Now regarding the consolidation, of 
School and Municipal requirements 
into one levy which the Act as 
amended indicates. What about Sub. 
Sec: 4 of Sec. 364? This latter pro- 
vides that in the event of collections 
in any year exceeding estimates, that 
such portion thereof as comprises 
School collections shall be held to the 
credit of the School District. Are 
taxes for all purposes to be consolid- 
ated into one levy or are they not? If 
we are to consolidate the levy, how 
are we going to know what part of 
the surplus collection belongs to the 
School District? 


And now regarding licensing. .Cer- 
tain powers in this respect are con- 
ferred by Sec. 163 and subsequent 
provisos. Let us particularly consid- 
er the following: Sec. 164. reads: 
“The license fees hereinbefore per-. 
mitted shall not be imposed for the 
purpose of exacting revenue.’”” Ob- 
viously from the foregoing a license 
can only be provided for purposes of 


regulating the business of the person'|, . 
requiring to be licensed. Inimédiately: 


the Town imposes a license fee of an 
amount greater than the actual cost 


‘to the Town of regulating the: busi- 


ness in question, it violates the Act 
because it patently is exacting a fee 
that is in part at least imposed for 
purposes of revenue. If any. ong 
doubts this, let him look up certain 
recent court decisions. Why worry 
then as to whether or not the power 
to license certain transient traders is 
withdrawn or not? Quite obviously 
the cost to a Town of regulating the 
conduct of a Transient Trader who 
spends'a ‘day in town is strictly nom- 
inal, and likewise, under existing leg- 
islation, the fee, must be no more than 
strictly nominal’: too. And ~ what 
about such Transients as Travelling 
Shows and Circuses? Does anyone

. And now for some of the omissions. 
Many Towns have adopted the Fire 
Underwriters form of By-Law pro- 
hibiting electric wiring by other than 
persons licensed for the purpose. It’s 
all right as far as it goes and until 
someone who is not licensed persists 
in. doing electric wiring. Then’ the 
Magistrate quite naturally wants to 
see the authority of the Town for 
passing such a‘ By-Law, and you can’t 
show him it in the Town Act. Like 
many other things it’s all right as 
long as you get away with it, but 
there comes a time when you have to 
show the Judge and then it’s not 
quite 80 good, 


And what about Live Stock Deal- 
ers? The new Act provides for the 
licensing of “Cattle Dealers and 
Horse Dealers.” It is quite easy to 
justify a $25 fee because of the year 
round supervision over stock yards 
that is necessary. But what about 
Hog Dealers? Are their premises 
any the less deserving of regulation 
or supervision? And regardless of 
what the Domestic Animals or any 
other Act may do, the Town Act does 
not define “Cattle Dealers and Horse 
Dealers” as including Dealers in 
swine, sheep or other domestic ani- 
mals. If you think it does, try and 
get a conviction. And let me say 
right here that there is nothing more 
demoralizing or that so readily 
shakes public confidence in a Muni- 
cipal Administration as the spectacle 
of unsuccessful police court prosecu- 
tions. 

And what about the powers. we 

formerly enjoyed to license and 
regulate the conduct of hotels, room- 
inghouses, cafes, restaurants, and 
certain other lines of business? The 
writer ‘thas been told that certain of 
these powers were . withdrawn be- 
cause of licensing measures ‘adopted 
.by ‘the Provincial Government: and 
that there must not :be duplication. 
But on the other. hand, duplication 
still exists,‘ and is: clearly. anticipated 
by Sec. 166 which’ provides that the 
Municipal License shall: not issue to 
one “required to obtain ‘a Provincial 
licenso until the,. latter. has. been 
secured.

While Prince Edward Island is still 
the cradle and the home of the indus- 
try, silver fox ranching is being firm- 
ly established in practically every 


Canada was the first to develop the!province of the Dominion, and is op- 


erating on a very, large scale, more 
particularly in the province of Que- 
bec. Silver fox ranching has also be- 
come established in a great number 
of European countries, and heavy 
shipments of live foxes are made an- 
nually from Canada, 2,558 having been 
exported from Prince Edward Island 
alone in 1929, 


While there has. been a larger oar 
of live silver foxes as breeding stock 
during the last. few years than ever 
before, yet these animals represent 
only about 25 per. cent of the silver 
foxes ‘produced. The main function 
of silver fox ranching is the produc- 
tion of pelts. In fact, a large num- 
ber of the ranches are no longer in- 
terested in the sale of live foxes. As 
a@ consequence there has been a rapid 
increase in the number of silver fox 
pelts coming into the market, but, as 


less affected than any other class. 


During the last two decades of the 
19th century before foxes were raised 
in captivity, it has been estimated 
that between 2,000 and 3,000 silver 
fox pelts were placed upon the mar- 
ket annually. For the past two 
years over 100,000 silver fox pelts 
have been absorbed each year by the 
fur trade, and, as the number of cap- 
tured -wild animals has not increased, 
it is estimated that wild pelts com- 
prise only about 2,000 of this num- 
ber. This estiuiate is confirmed by 
the fact that at the different fur auc- 
tions pelts of wild foxes formed less 
than two per cent of the total offer- 
ings.

He felt that the business 
administration of the ‘present Govern- 
ment could not be assailed and paid a 
high ~ tribute to Hon. Mackenzie 
King, for his splendid achievement 
in: creating..a unified people and with 
the exception of a few minor matters, 
harmony throughout the nation. 

Touching then upon the fiscal pol- 
icy of the Government, Mr. Stewart 
said the unemployment problem: was 
not a national one, but, one which 
must ibe dealt with by the provinces 
affected. If it became too great a 
problem for the provincial govern; 
ment, then the Federal Government 
should lend their aid. As the Federal 
Government, was a trustee. for the 
whole of Canada, it was only in an 
emergency that their help should be 
The pres- 
ent unemployment problem was not 
nearly as serious as that of 1922. 

The first action of the Liberals 
upon taking office was to reduce the 
tariff on machinery used: in the basic 
industries, agriculture, mining, lum- 
bering and fishing, but these adjust- 
ments in the tariff did not begin to 
show until 1925, at which time they 
also reached a place where they were 
enabled to reduce the public debt. 
This debt has now been decreased by 
273 millions of dollars, and Mr. Stew- 
art claimed that none of the countries 
who raised their tariffs can show the 
results that Canada has obtained 
through the policy of the Liberal Gov- 
ernment. 

No country in the Great War had 
been as generous with their returned 
men as had Canada, and $22,000,000 
more will be added this year to be 
used in their ‘aid. 

While the Liberal Govenment not 
only reduced the public debt, they 
made reductions in various taxes and 
were able to save the people some 118 
millions of dollars, and many indus- 
trial concerns had Ereatly increased 
their business as a result of the low- 
ered tariff. - .

Get to the bottom .of the 
situation. Find what the teacher’s 
difficulties are. Get the co-operation 
of, the other parents of the school. 
Remember your -child is but one of 
many and each child is a handful of 
trouble for a teacher if he wishes to 
be. 

Know your school. Know your 
teacher. Don’t stay at home while 
the trustees who may know very little 
about’ children select the teacher and 
formulate the course of study. Get 
out and do the work yourselves, and 
then yow will be in a position to know 
and to judge the value of children’s 
complaints. It would be a tragedy if 
a child were ill-treated in school.. It 
would be just as deep a tragedy if he 
lost the values of his school life be- 
cause school was neither set right nor 
interpreted correctly for him. Send- 
ng a child to school is the last thing 
you do. The first thing is building 
the right kind of school. Have you 
done that?

WHY BOTHER? 


During the ages, the superstitions 
that were associated with the healing; 
art have gradually disappeared. In 
the earliest ‘countries, treatment was 
carried out with ceremonial, incanta- 
tions, mysterious potions and dances, 
and offerings were made to the spir- 


its. Today, medicine is a_ science 
based upon investigation, experiment 
and analysis. 


In the course of this development, 
great progress has been made, not 
only in the treatment of disease but 
also in its prevention. In one sense, 
progress has been rapid, but in ‘an- 
other, it appears to be slow because 
there is still much to be learned about 
the mechanic’ of the human body, 
and there are still diseased conditions 
which baffle us and which seem to be 
beyond our control. 


One thing that has been clearly 
shown is that many serious and 
chronic diseases have their ‘beginn- 
ings in what are apparently trivial 
conditions. Every advanced cancer 
was at one time a local disease which 
could have been cured. Chronic. 
heart and kidney diseases do not be- 
gin as serious conditions; they pass 
through an early stage. Tuberculosis 
usually first shows itself as a mild 
localized disease. 

It is for these reasons that we 
should bother about what we might 
consider to be trivial diseases or even 
what seems to be merely a lack of 
physical fitness. Proper treatment 
during the early stages is necessary 
to arrest the progress of many dis- 
eases. , . 

The, chief eilelton to . self-medica- 
tion’ is- that it delays proper treat-
